He was 83 years 
old. 

Stimson was Secretary of War 
under Presidents William Howard 
Taft, Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
Harry Truman, and was Herbert 
Hoover’s only Secretary of State. 

Three months ago Stimson fell 
and broke his hip, but was mak- 
ing a good recovery and getting 
about with wheelchair and 
crutches. Yesterday afternoon he 
and Mrs. Stimson set out on a 
drive around the estate.

M’ ARTHUR PUTS COST 
OF INTERIM AID IN

WASHINGTON, Oct, 21 (AP)— 


Gen. Douglas MacArthur has put 
the cost of Korean civilian relief 
at $146,500,000 for the rest of the 
fiscal year ending néxt June 30. 

His estimate was received yes- 
terday by the Defense Depart- 
ment, which has taken over from 
the Economic Co-operation Ad- 
ministration the relief job in 
South Korea. 

Gen. MacArthur said 610,000 
tons of food, 220,000 tons of in- 
dustrial material and equipment, 
and 16,000 tons of medical suplies 
will be needed. 

ECA, the Marshall plan agency, 
had authorized $21,767,688 for 
Korean relief and rehabilitation 
as of Sept. 15. Other United Na- 
tions members have offered sup- 
plies to aid the South Koreans. 


SALE $7,500,000

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Crisis in Israel 

The new state of Israel has reached its first 
cabinet crisis with the resignation of Premier 
David Ben-Gurion; and it is a nasty one. Both 
economic and religious differences are among 
the causes; and the crisis may adversely affect 
boffi the prospects of a peace treaty with Jor- 
dan and the raising of a billion dollars in the 
United States. ‘ 

The immediate reason for Ben-Gurion’s resig- 
nation was the withdrawal of the Orthodox bloc 
from the -cabinet. This bloc represents both 
pious laborers and business men, so it is not 
without internal economic differences. The busi- 
ness men, however, have been highly critical of 
Socialist Ben-Gurion’s economic policies, and 
their feeling finally manifested itself in a re- 
fusal to accept his plan for a revised Ministry 
of Trade and Industry. The plan is a compro- 
mise with concessions on Ben-Gurion’s part, but 
his opponents have denounced the concessions 


as empty. 


As for the religious element in the clash, the 
Orthodox leaders want a showdown on a num- 
ber of issues which, so they say, Ben-Gurion 
had been dodging. These include a Sabbath ob- 
servance law, religious control over marriage 
and divorce, and a ban against the importation 
of non-Kosher meat. 

How long-drawn-out the crisis may be and 
what effects it will have are, of course, specu- 
lative considerations. Because of Israel’s re- 
fusal to close its gates to immigrants, it must 
carry on extensive economic developments to 
provide food, shelter and employment. As was 
recently pointed out on this page, a $1,500,000.- 
000 development plan has been drafted. Israel 
hopes to raise about two-thirds of this sum in 
the United States through a bond issue, other 
forms of private investment, and an intensified 
Uhited Jewish Appeal. Ae cabinet crisis should 
not block the project, but a strong government 
certainly could expedite it. 

Peace in the Middle East also would help. On 
this front, Egypt is pressing charges against 
Israel before the United Nations. Egypt still is 
smarting under military defeat, and may be the 
last of the Arab League states to reach agree- 
ment with Tel Aviv. King Abdullah of Jordan, 
however, is reported to be eager for a treaty. 
According to a correspondent of The New York 
Times, unacknowledged negotiations are under 
way. There is a strong feeling that the Arab 
League is so badly divided on its policy of not 
recognizing Israel that, if one member state 
makes the break, the others, with the possible 


exception of Egypt, will be quick to follow. 
. a - 


These factors ought to exert great pressure . 


for solidarity inside Israel. Perhaps Ben-Gurion 
hoped that a crisis might be the means for 
strengthening the Government by demonstrating 
the cost of disagreement. 

Asked by President Chaim Weizmann to form 
a new coalition cabinet, he offered to assemble 
one made up only of members of his own party. 
This proposal was rejected by the legislature. 
So Dr. Weizmann now has asked Justice Minis- 
ter Pinhas Rosen to form a new coalition. Even 
if he succeeds, such a cabinet might find itself 
embarrassed with the powerful Ben-Gurion in 
opposition. Israel’s new democracy is up against 
a real test. 
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Six Months’ Salvation 

The Darst Administration and Board of Alder- 
men deserve credit for extending federal rent 
controls here until next July. Yet this action 
grants only six months’ salvation from the dan- 
ger of inflationary rent increases. Further 
action must come from Congress. 

Since July 1, when the current rent law went 
into effect, 54 communities with 1,400,000 resi- 
dents have decontrolled rents. But 101 others 
with 7,000,000 inhabitants have, like St. Louis, 
acted to keep federal controls for six months 
past Dec. 31. 

There still are half as many housing units 
under rent ceilings across the country as during 
World War II. This is a mark of the continued 
housing shortage. 

Yhe situation may grow even worse. Defense 
expenditures are adding to inflationary pres- 
sures against rents as well as other items. New 
credit restrictions will siow home building and 
leave a swollen rental market. And the present 
‘Congress is unlikely to act on rent controls 
again when it reassembles in November. 

St. Louis tenants are fortunate in their tem- 
porary respite from a rené spiral. Thousands 
elsewhere have no protection at all. Next Jan- 
uary the new Congress probably will have to 
begin immediate work on an effective rent law, 
but it may be difficult then to put the tid back 
on the kettle where it was allowed to pop off. 
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Passing of a Boss 

Like so many city bosses, Edward J. Kelly was 
an apolitical politician. That is to say, he came 
to public office with no very strong convictions 
about what to do with it. He rode no white 
horse, breathed heavily for no crusade. His job, 
as he saw it, was to run the City of Chicago 
and run the Democratic party of Cook county. 
He did both with firmness and vigor and none 
too rigid scruples. 

Kelly rose to power through the Sanitary 
District, which in the “Whoopee era” of the 
"20s rocked with scandals. But they never 
caught Kelly. He was indicted once, with four 
others, for bribery and conspiracy to defraud 
the public treasury. The indictment was quashed, 
and a new one was brought omitting Kelly's 
name. The four others went to prison. Kelly 
went to the City Hall.

Food for Yugoslavia 

The delicate process of encouraging Tito to 
throw in his lot with the side of the West is 
making progress. The weather can take part 
of the credit. | 

Yugoslavia was hard hit by drouth this sum- 
mer, and it needs food and animal fodder des- 
perately. With an eye both to stocks still re- 
maining in the country, and to the possibilities 
of getting help from the United States, Tito has 
increased the distance which separates him 
from the Kremlin by abolishing the special privi- 
leges, including extra food rations, enjoyed by 
members of the Communist party. 

This stroke not only is a popular one in 
Yugoslavia, whose citizens now can be assured 
that life will be equally hard for everybody this 
coming winter, but also in every country where 
deviation from Moscow-style Communism is 
greeted with approval. 

Far from the least of these is the United 
States. And the United States ought to respond, 
as Secretary Acheson has promised it would, by 
giving Tito what food and animal fodder it can. 

There are many reasons why this course is 
incontestably right. One is to encourage Tito to 


make more such moves away from the Kremlin: 


and toward the democracies. Another is that 
the United States ought to maintain its moral 
position by doing everything possible to help 
people in need, wherever they may be. 

Giving Yugoslavia food might have imme- 
diate ramifications in the Balkans which could 
help the West. For getting the food into Yugo- 
slavia is complicated by the fact that Salonika, 
the best available port, happens to be in Greece. 
And Greece has closed the railroad between that 
country and Yugoslavia because of continuing 
and long-standing Yugoslav claims to represent 
the Macedonian minority in Greece. But now 
Tito needs food, and perhaps with a little skill- 
ful diplomacy here and a little gentle persua- 
sion there, the food could be turned into a 
lever to Welp re-open the railroad and settle 
the Macedonian matter. 

And, of far greater importance, it ought to be 
a cardinal goal of Western diplomacy to main- 
tain Tito in his position of independence from 
the Cominform. So long as he survives, the 
Communist world has living proof that it is pos- 
sible to rebel against Moscow, and get away 
with it. 
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Not Donnell Luck 


Donnell luck has become something of a 
legend in Missouri politics. It is based, of 
course, on Forrest Donnell’s suecess in winning 
election to both the Governor’s office and the 
United States Senate in the face of Democratic 
presidential victories in the state and nation. 

Missouri’s Democrats have been charged with 
supplying the chief ingredients of his good for- 
tune in such forms as Pendergastism and the 
Governorship Steal. Again, the Democratic state 
administration’s record is somiething to talk

. about. And St. Louis Republican candidates are 


talking about it—even more than about their 
own qualifications for office. 

But they are not talking about Forrest Donnell 
for another term in the Senate. In fact, they 
are telling voters how to split a ticket. This 
may be a tacit confession on the part of the 
local G.O.P. candidates that they do not believe 
Forrest Donnell can carry St. Louis against 
Thomas Hennings Jr. It could also mean that 
important members of his own party no longer 
have much enthusiasm for the Senator. 

Whatever it is, it is not part of the Donnell 
luck. 
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Stafford Cripps Resigns 

After three months of rest which brought no 
improvement *in his health, Sir Stafford Cripps 
has resigned as Chancellor of the Exchequer. 
So the one man of his party and generation in 
Britain who probably has the surest claim to the 
title of statesman passes from active politics. 

In politics, Cripps was almost always a para- 
dox. He was a wealthy man with a lucrative 
law practice who spent most of his life urging 
Britain toward Socialism. And he was a 
Socialist who believed steadfastly in a balanced 
budget. He wanted a greater measure of pros- 
perity for Englishmen, but he did not hesitate 
to close the dollar gap with austerity. 

Cripps had a very considerable capacity for 
hard, precise work, but the real measure of 
the man always has been his devotion to prin- 
ciple. For that, he was once read out of the 
Labor party. In spite ‘of differences in person- 
ality and preferences, a certain analogy with 
Winston Churchill is inevitable. Churchill, too, 
once was out of favor with his party. But both 
men rendered unselfish service when the call 
eame. Churchill is more likely to see the ban- 
ners and hear the bugles. Cripps has more of 
an eye for the slums and more of an ear for 
the factory whistles. Between them, they rep- 
resent England. 
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Too Grim to Be Played With 

In his merciless attack on “creeping mobiliza- 
tion” and patchwork inflation control, Bernard 
M. Baruch touched on a point which is seldom 
noticed. Explaining why he feels so strongly 
about inflation, he said: 

I know that our ability to stop inflation 
is the very test of our democracy—the thing 
which may determine in the long run how 
long we can survive. 

Ever since the great depression of the '30s, 
most Americans have assumed that the major 
test of democracy would be whether it could 
avoid a repetition,of that experience. 
deal of thought and planning has gone into the 
techniques by which a democracy might arrest 
deflation. 

But we now find that the test is coming on 
precisely the opposite battleground. In many 
ways it is a severer test. To arrest inflation,

The Real Sugar Shortage

Hoarding housewives should not take full blame for sugar short- 
ages, though officials often blame them, editorial says; charges that

The facts of the sugar situation are not 
sweet, and so are not being widely told. 
President Truman and others insist that 
the United States has plenty of sugar, and 
that hoarding housewives are to blame for 
occasionally bare grocery shelves. Like 
most half-truths, this version of the facts 
is deceptive. 

- It serves to obscure the fact that the 
Department of Agriculture and sugar pro- 
ducers, engaged in 
their perennial game 
of rigging the mar- 
ket against the con- 
sumer, . were, like 
crapshooters in an 
alley, caught by the 
sudden glare from 
Korea. 

Panic buying of 
sugar has largely 
stopped: in most 
stores housewives 
can find sugar to- 
morrow if not today. 
But the _ industrial 
users who account 
for about half of 
sugar consumption—confectioners, bakers, 
canners, beverage makers, etc.—are scrap- 
ing the bottom of their bins and will con- 
tinue to do so for some months. 

They are naturally indignant, as they 
have been for years, about the Govern- 
ment practice of keeping supply short and 
prices high for the benefit of about 56.,- 
000 United States sugar farmers and the 
sugar processing and refining industry 
(employing about 25,000). 

Most United States-grown sugar is beet; 
cane grows only in Louisiana and Florida. 
Sugar farmers are so potent a political 
handful largely because they are bunched 
in Western states where one vote may 
count as heavily toward the election of a 
Senator as 50 or 100 do in the East. 

During the 1920s and early ’30s, on the 
excuse that the United States should de- 
velop a domestic sugar supply for wartime 
use, the growers were protected by a tariff 
that rose to $2 per hundredweight on Cu- 
ban sugar (while the sugar itself was sell- 
ing for only 57 cents per hundredweight). 

But even this drastic barrier failed to 
offset the natural advantages of the trop- 
ics. .And the tariff boomeranged against 
the domestic growers by stimulating cane 
growing in Hawaii, Puerto Rico and the 
Philippines. 

So in 1934 the farmers’ friends in Wash-

quota system for keeping out foreign raw 
sugar. Through what President Roosevelt 
called an “unholy alliance” between sugar 


The quotas were suspended in 1942, as 
a result of the United States entry into 
World War II, the tariff was reduced, and 
for a time just after the war major sugar 
consumers actually were able to buy freely 
enough to accumulate some reserves. Then 
in 1948 the sugar lobby went to work and

the whole depression-conceived apparatus 
of 1934 was restored. 

This time quotas were even extended to 
sugar refined in Hawaii and Puerto Rico. 
All this despite the fact that the “self- 
sufficiency” argument had broken down 
completely during World War II. For lack 
of manpower, United States beet-sugar pro- 
duction dropped from a high of 1,900,000 
tons in 1940-41 to less than one million 
in 1943-44. 

Under the Sugar Act of 1948 the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture is directed to deter- 
mine each December precisely how much 
sugar the United States will consume in 
the following year. He then allots per- 
centages of this amount among United 
States and foreign producers. United 
States growers get about 60 per cent of 
the total. Almost all of the rest is di- 
vided between the Philippines and Cuba. 

Last December, Secretary Brannan set 
United States sugar consumption for 1950 
at 7,500,000 tons—148,000 tons less than 
were actually used in 1949. Industrial 
sugar users figured he was 600,000 tons 
short. 

Consumption was already running about 
200,000 tons over last year when the North 
Korean attack set off a buying wave that 
swept shelves and warehouses clean and 
put refinery prices up from $7.85 to $8.25 
per hundredweight. Mr. Brannan was 
obliged to raise the national sugar allow- 
ance by 350,000 tons, but it was soon clear 
that even this was not enough. 

Far from being ready for an emergency, 
the United States, through years of per- 
sistent under-importation, had been forced 
to use up most of its reserves of stored 
sugar. Luckily Cuba had started the year 
with what looked to. be a million-ton sur- 
plus. By the time the Government got 
around to buying on July 30, there were 
still 600,000 tons of it left. 

So, for the moment, the country does 
own plenty of raw sugar. Present pros- 
pects are for bumper crops next year in 
United States-supplying areas. Further- 
more President Truman, by declaring a 
national emergency, could enlarge the 
quotas on imports of refined sugar. 

Hence, unless the Politburo decides to 
make it a general war and vast quantities 
of sugar must again be diverted to mak- 
ing high explosives, there seems no like- 
lihood of a return to individual rationing. 
But the time required for “ee and 
refining sugar, plus increased military buy- 
ing, will keep steady pressure on supplies. 

In December, barring war, the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture will presumably de- 
cree once more that the American people 
who seem to be more or less resigned 
to being bilked by such reverse Robin 
Hood politics—shall have less sugar than 
they might otherwise consume, and pay 
more for it than they otherwise would.

Some years back Mr. Kroll drew atten- 
tion (disturbing to traditionalists) with 
his best-selling “Cabin in the Cotton” 
(1933) and “I Was a Sharecropper” (1937). 
His were unsentimentalized, unglossed 
portraits of Southern ills (though gener- 
ally without emphasis on incest, perver- 
sion and the like) and they helped fix a 
trend which has abated only slightly of 
late.

For, as Secretary Ache- 
son has said, the “truth is that 
just as no man and no govern- 
ment is wise eriough or disinter- 
ested enough to direct the think- 
ing and the action of another in- 
dividual, so no nation and no 
people are wise enough and dis- 
interested enough very long to 
assume the responsibility for an- 
other. people or to control an- 
other people’s opportunities.” 
Some Americans have been 
troubled by the fact that the na- 
tions whose independence we 
have helped to establish and 
maintain have not all had repre- 
sentative governments or prac- 


ticed democracy as we wunder- | 


stand it. This raises the question 
of what we mean when we speak 
of “free” nations and “free” peo- 
ples. It is worth clearing up this 
question which has caused a good 
deal of confusion about American 
policy. 
“Free” Country Defined. 

A “free” country is one that 
does not have to take orders from 
a foreign government. Believing 
as we do that national independ- 
ence is a stepping stone to popu- 
lar government and personal lib- 
erty, we, set a high value on the 
independence even of those na- 
tions which cannot by any stretch 
of the imagination be called dem- 
ocracies. 

The fact that we help a coun- 
try to be free of foreign dom- 
ination does not mean that we 
support the particular govern- 
ment it happens to have at any 
particular time. It means that 
we want the kind of interna- 
tional community in which each 
nation is free to manage its 
own affairs, subject, of course, 

. to its pledges and responsibili- 
| ties under the United Nations 
| Charter. Within the broad area 
of the Charter, there is plenty 
of room for people to experi- 
ment and to change their forms 
of government, if they wish— 
plenty of room for progress to- 
ward democracy. 

In recent years the United 
States has had a chance to prove 
that it is still the traditional 
friend of young nations, still the 
champion of peoples seeking 
their independence. Since the 
end of the second World War 
more than 500,000,000 people 


have gained their independence. | 
Eight new nations have been | 
The United States has as- | 


born. 
sisted at the birth of these na- 
tions, as far as it could. It has 
vigorously supported their mem- 
bership in the United Nations. 
In the Philippines we had our 
best opportunity to demonstrate 
that American policy means what 
it says. The 20,000,000 citizens 
of those islands celebrated their 
independence on July 4, 1946, as 
a result of a promise we made 
and kept. Moreover, we not only 
welcomed them into the commu- 
nity of nations but helped them 
to organize and finance their free 


society. 

To India, Pakistan, Burma and 
Ceylon we are giving our strong 
and friendly support. The peo- 
ple of Israel have had America’s 
moral and material backing since 
the beginning of their struggle 
for nationhood. 

Americans can take pride in 
their contribution to the creation 
_of the Republic of Indonesia. 
During the long and difficult ne- 
gotiations between the Indonesian 
and Netherland Governments, 
American diplomacy played an 
important and sometimes a de- 
cisive part in bringing the parties 
together and in helping them, 
finally, to work out a satisfactory 
agreement. 

Ordeal of Chinese People. 

However strong and deter- 
mined we are in our support of 
freedom and independence, 
American policy cannot shape 
every situation. We shall not 
always succeed, even though our 
action may be the only wise and 
honorable policy from the point 
of view of America’s long-range 
interests. 

We Americans learn and peri- 
odically relearn that there is no 
miracle by which we can save 
the liberties of a people that is 
not determined to work and fight 
for its liberties. Where an iron 

American 


the Greek spirit. It did not sur- 
|vive in Czechoslovakia. It had 
| been drained away in China by 
the kind of suffering and hope- 
lessness that leads people to seek 
and accept desperate remedies. 

When, in 1945, the Chinese 
people emerged from the ordeal 
of a Japanese conquest, they were 
determined upon change and re- 
form. The Nationalist Govern- 
ment had undisputed control of 
the country. It had prodigious 
American aid and the wise coun- 
sel of Gen. Marshall. It had the 
diplomatic support of the great 
powers. In spite of all these ad- 
vantages, the Nationalist Gov- 
ernment lost the allegiance of the 
Chinese people, because it did 
not use that aid, support and ad- 
vice to restore the confidence of 
the people in its leadership. 

This was a situation made to 
‘order for Communism. The Na- 
'tionalist Government disinte- 
| grated, 
'Chinese Communists took posses- 
‘sion of the vacuum. 
Could Have Intervened. 
Only one alternative course of 
‘action might have saved China 
‘from Communism: a full-scale in- 
tervention by United States mil- 
itary forces on behalf of the Na- 
tionalist Government. To in- 
tervene in what was then still 
unquestionably a civil war be- 
tween Chinese Nationalists and 
Chinese Communists would have 
meant reversing our history and 
our character,, abandoning our 
principles and our good name— 
and risking defeat. It would have 
branded the United States as an 
imperialist power in the minds 
of the people of Asia. It would 
have embroiled the United States 
in a war in China which could 
have brought neither peace nor 
any real victory. 

Time and again the Chinese 
people have shown a capacity 
to liberate themselves by out- 


lasting and absorbing. their 
conquerors. Will they be able, 
in time, to free themselves 
from Soviet domination? Among 
those who know and under- 
stand China there is a strong 
belief that the traditional pride 
and independent spirit of the 
Chinese people will, in the 
long run, triumph over every 
foreign attempt to dominate 
them—including the present 
attempt. Whether or not this 
judgment turns out to be 
right will depend on many 
factors, both in and outside 
China. It will depend on the 
toughness of other Asian peo- 
ples in standing up for their 
independence against Commu- 
nist pressure. It will depend on 
the strength we can add te 


theirs, and on American ex- 
ample—the kind of example we 
set in Korea. It will depend 
on the speed and firmness of 
the United Nations in dealing 
with threats to the peace. 

We shall be deluding ourselves 
if we think that American policy 
can, BY ITSELF, bring about the 
liberation of the Chinese people 
or guarantee the progress of in- 
dependence and freedom in Asia 
as a whole. By our own enlight- 
ened choice, we are part of a 
great coalition which is learning 
how to mobilize the power of free 
nations for peace. Our first duty 
is to strengthen and unite that 
coalition and to identify it beyond 
all doubt in the minds of people 
as the spearhead of the liberal 
revolution for freedom and prog- 
ress. That is our long-range pur- 
pose, as expressed in the Charter 
of the United Nations. We belong 
to the free community, and our 
role is one of partnership.

FIRST ILLEGAL TV 
STATION FOUND, 
CLOSED BY FCC 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 21 (AP)— 
The Federal Communications 
Commission said yesterday it had 
found and closed down an illegal 
television station—the first such 
case involving television. 

The station, atop a Pennsylvan- 
ia mountain, was being operated 
by the tube division of Sylvania 
Electrie Products, Inc., Emporium, 
Pa., the FCC said. Sylvania is 
one of the country's largest pro- 
ducers of television tubes. 


The explanation given by com- 
pany executives for the unlicensed 
operation, the commission said, 
was that they needed TV service 
in their business but knew the 
two-year-old freeze on TV broad- 
casting permits ruled out new 
station permits. 

The FCC noted that unlicensed 
TV operation involves a possible 
fine of $10,000 or two years im- 
prisonment or both. It said 
“further proceedings will be tak- 
en” in the case.

SYMPHONY EXHIBITS 
MIDSEASON FORM 


Orchestra Opens 71st Season 
With Composite Tone Never 
More Lustrous. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 


The St. Louis Symphony Or- 
chestra began its seventy-first 
season yesterday afternoon in 
Kiel Auditorium with a perform- 
ance that demonstrated its best 
qualities. For Conductor Vladi- 
mir Golschmann it was both an 
opening concert and a road mark- 
er denoting a 20-year association 
with St. Louis and he celebrated 
it by exacting a show of form 
that would have satisfied a maxi- 
mum midseason expectation. This 
was accomplished with a person- 
nel that had been changed con- 
siderably since last year. 

The 10 or more replacements, 
largely in the string section, were 
evidently good ones, for the com- 
posite tone of the orchestra was 
never more vital or more lus- 
trous. Moreover, the balance was 
virtually perfect—and consistently 
so—at all dynamic levels. 

Debut Program Repeated. 
Conductor Golschmann under- 
scored the significance of the oc- 
casion by directing the same pro- 
gram as at his debut performance 
in 1931 when he still had the 
status of guest conductor. Per- 
haps he can remember the dif- 
ferences between the two inter- 
pretations of Beethoven’s Seventh 
Symphony but this reviewer will 
limit himself to these observa- 
tions: that yesterday's treatment 
achieved a largeness of effect by 
incandescence rather than physi- 
cal weight; that the first, third 
and fourth movements were 
lyrically mellifluous and rhythmi- 
cally exuberant at the same 
time; that the allegretto had 
a deep, pervading poetic grav- 
ity with none of the obvious 
ponderosities of deliberate 
movement or heavy accentua- 
tion; that the final allegro was 
almost unique in that the prevail- 
ing, obsessive rhythmic figure 
was not slurred even though 
played at an appropriately fast 
pace, 

The fine, precise playing of the 
string section in this movement 
was therefore a notable detail of 
the performance. 
Careful Preparation Evident. 
Each number on the program 
bore the stamp of careful and 
sensitive preparation, Finish and 
plasticity, however, were rein- 
forced by a seeming spontaneity 
together with a surrender to the 
special characteristics of each 
composition, Richard Strauss’s 
unbuttoned eloquence in the tone 
poem “Death and Transfigura- 
tion” was given its head. The 
soaring performance couldn’t hide 
the empty histrionics nor did the 
latter obscure the fact that the 
conductor was going all out to 
make these theatrical effects 
sound sincere.

Rushed Defenses as War Neared 


‘COLD SPRING HARBOR, N.Y., 
Oct. 21 (AP}—When Henry L. 


The Army for whose mainte- 
nance and expansion he assumed 
authority then numbered a little 
more than 


1940, the Army grew, before 
Pearl Harbor day in December 
1941, to nearly two millions. By 
September 1942, the four-million 
figure was reached and expan- 
sion was continuing with a goal 
of 7,500,000. 


Sounded Keynote of Defense. 


Seven months before Pearl Har- 
bor, in a radio speech May 6, 
1941, Secretary Stimson sounded 
the keynote of American defense 
through aid to England. 

Stimson told how the Axis na- 
tions, using the methods of bar- 
barism, had “set back the clock 
more than five centuries” in 
Europe, and of the threat to 
American life inherent in “the so- 
called new order.” He showed 
the danger of allowing “the pres- 
ent strategic moment” to pass 
without effective help to Eng- 
land. 


Denounced by isolationists in 
and out of Congress, Stimson 
stood his ground and demanded 
repeal of the neutrality act. To 
West Point graduates in June, 
1941, he declared that no com- 
promise with the Axis was pos- 
sible, and that the world was in 
two irreconcilable divisions. As 
the anniversary of the draft act’s 
application approached, he took 
up the unpopular but necessary 
advocacy of extension of the one- 
year service period. 

Supervised African Invasion. 

The latter part of 1942 was 
devoted by Secretary Stimson to 
detailed supervision of the inva- 
sion of North Africa. 

Following the 1944 department- 
al inquiry into responsibility for 
naval and military unreadiness at 
Pearl Harbor, Secretary Stimson 
announced that: he agreed with 
some, but not all, of the conclu- 
sions of the Army Pearl Harbor 
board. That body, “though it rec- 
ommended no disciplinary or 
other action, concluded that there 
were several officers in the field 
and in the War Department who 
did not perform their duties with 
the necessary skill or exercise the 
judgment which was required 
under the circumstances. 

“So far as the commanding 
general of the Hawaiian depart- 
ment (Short) is concerned,” Sec- 
retary Stimson said, “I am of 
the opinion that his errors of 
judgment were of such a nature 
as to demand his relief from a 
command status; This was done 
on Jan, 1, 1942, and in itself is 
a serious result for any officer 
with a long record of excellent 
service, and conscientious, as I 
believe Gen. Short to be. In my 
judgment on the evidence now re- 
corded, it is sufficient action.” 


The Army and Navy Pearl Har- 
bor findings, issued Sept. 12, 1945, 
a few days before Stimson’s re- 
tirement, contained a fuller state- 
ment by the Secretary as to 
Short’s failure to use the means 
at hand for reconnaissance and 
defense, after he had been duly 
and fully warned. It said:

“My chief purpose was to 
end the war in victory with the 
least, possible cost of lives of men 
in the armies I had helped rai:

His last public utterance was 
only a few months ago, when he 
defended Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson and his department from

We have 
been to all charitable organizations but as long as my husband 
is employed, they can't help. If you could help me in any way 
I would appreciate it. To show you how our money goes, I paid 
$20 rent Saturday and about $7 on bills which leaves $12 or a 
little better for groceries for eight of us for a week.

You certainly are in need of financial straightening out, 
Dut 1 am sure you understand that we are not allowed to make 
any contacts of this kind through the column or to refer you 
directly to anyone for help. However, 1 believe | can make 
some general, practical suggestions for you. First of all, your 
boys, certainly the oldest one, should be able to get some sort 
of jobs on Saturdays or after school hours and contribute some- 
thing te the family budget. Ordinarily, this may not-Hhe advis- 
able for children stil) in school but yours is an extreme case 
and it is preferabie for the entire family to pitch in and work 
rather than to ask'for charity. If you tee] you could help your 
family best by taking a full time job, you might appeal to one 
of the charitable agencies you have contacted about finding you 
a housekeeper who could take over your home duties while you 
contribute something to the income. Your talent for knitting 
and crocheting should net you something but as you say, that 
sort of thing takes a little capital. if you have any samples of 
your work, you might make the rounds of baby shops ‘listed 
under infants’ Wear, Retail, in the yellow pages of the tele- 
phone book), and show them your work and take orders. After 
you had made one sale you could buy yarn for more work, and 
80 On. 

lf your older children are able to help out, whether by 
running errands, doing baby sitting, or any of the other teen- 
are money-making jobs, it would at least help with the grocery 
bills. Once jour bills are paid, your husband might have a 
better charice of getting @ more responsible job. You do not 
tell me how you accumulated sufficient bills to cause him to 
lose his job, but i gather that some type of budgeting might 
help you out. Try to work out a plan of just what your bills 
are going to be and then live within that plan even though it 
means pinching pennies for a time, until you have gotten out 
of this vicions circle of having to pay out present income on 
past expenses. I'm svre with all of vou working totether, you 
should be able to ceme out of your temporerily unheppy 
situation. 


Husbeanc's'Complaints

HAT do men complain about in marriage? Pretty much 
the same things the world over—at least, in the civilized 
world. 

Mrs. N. raises the question. “Some time ago,” she recalls, 
“T read an interesting list of complaints of Italian wives by 
Dr. Origlia, an Italian psychologist who was head of a marriage 
counseling bureau. Did he tell what the grievances of hus- 
bands are?”

YES, DR. ORIGLIA, who is practicing in Turin, the great 
industrial city of northern Italy, also listed the troubles of 
husbands, which he said ranked in seriousness as follows: 

1. Failure of the wife to give “emotional support.” In- 
stead of seeing the best in him, encouraging ‘him, carrying him 
through business difficulties by her cheerfulness and belief in 
him, she complains, whines, nags, and belittles him. 

2. Inferiority complex. Dr. Origlia thinks that modern 
man has an inferiority complex anyway, but his wife's tendency 
to beat him down, to point out how much better she would 
have done had she married John Doe instead, makes it worse. 

3. Financial difficulties. The Italians certainly have no 
monopolies on these! 

4. Unfaithfulness of the wife. Dr. Origlia thinks that a 
husband resents his wife's infidelity more bitterly and violently 
than a wife resents that of her husband, and he paints a vivid 
picture of the way ‘many husbands continually suspect their 
wives and are continually watching them.

§&. RELATION WITH PARENTS. The mother-in-law dif- 
ficulty is not a new one. Dr. Origlia cites a book on cannibal- 
ism, published last year, which describes the purported custom 
of atribe in the African Congo.
